EXAMINER'S REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

A Request for Continued Examination was filed 5/22/07 along with three Information 
Disclose Statements: 5/22/07, 6/18/07, and 7/18/07. The IDS filed on 5/22/07 contains 
references previously sited - 4/13/04, 7/19/04, 2/1 1/05, and 3/7/05 - that were 
previously considered by Examiner. In order to prevent confusion enclosed are copies 
of these IDS(s) that are crossed out with the notation and these references are 
considered under the IDS filed 5/22/07. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance based on the 
key references newly sited on 6/18/07 and 7/18/07: 

Krum (US 6618820) teaches the use of an application server system for processing 
failures for certain application programs executing on client computers. 

Joglekar (US 2007/0008989), Jain et al., (US 2006/0090039), lllikkal et al., (US 
2005/0066028), Nemawarkar (US 6,965,982) were all sited as prior art however all of 
these references have a filing date after the 06/23/2000. Nonetheless, all of the 
references have related subject matter that includes packet and/or memory 
buffer/cache processing. 

Therein, claims 1-24 include allowable subject matter and considered pertinent to 
the applicant's disclosure, taken individually or in combination, the prior art of record 
and the newly filed prior art above does not teach or suggest the claimed limitations 
having "a background memory manager (BMM) for managing a memory in a data 
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processing system, the BMIVI comprising: circuitry for transferring data to and from an 
outside device and to add from a memory; a memory state map associated with the 
memory; and a communication linl< to a processor; characterized in that the BMM 
manages the memory, determining if each data structure fits into the memory, deciding 
exactly where to place the data structure In memory, performing all data transfers 
between the outside device and the memory, and maintaining the memory state map 
according to memory transactions made, and informing the processor of new data and 
its location."
